provide not merely a place that would hold the books, but a place 
in which we might take wholesome pride. It would be good 
economy for the town to own the building used for a library, so 
that what would otherwise be expended for rent might be avail- 
able for the purchase of new books. 

There has been considerable demand for the periodicals to 
be found in the library. ‘These are the Century magazine, Mun- 
sey’s, McClure’s Review of Reviews and the Granite Monthly. 
In order that a good supply of magazines might be had for the 
coming year an entertainment was recently held in the town hall, 
which consisted of music, vocal and instrumental, and a prize 
contest in speaking by a number of the school children. ‘Vhe 
net proceeds were about $17, which sum is in care of the librarian 
for the present. ‘This will not only furnish a number of periodi- 
cals for the coming year, but will add materially to the stock of 
new books. ‘The success of the entertainment in which so many 
took a willing part, and which was patronized by such a good at-, 
tendance, shows that there is a widespread interest in the library, 
and that the people are glad to come forward to its support. A 
good many of our citizens have expressed the desire that when ac- 
commodations sufficiently ample are secured,a reading room might 
be established in connection with the library. This could be done 
at slight expense and with much benefit to the community. We 
are indebted again to C. S. Wilcomb & Son for the free use of 
their store. As the appropriation made at the last town meeting 
was not large enough to pay for a new building, it was thought 
best to make use of the present accommodations for this year. 
A change, however, in the immediate future is imperative as there 
is no more room for new accessions of books.

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SCHOOL REPORT. 


The history of our schools during the past year has not 
differed materially from that of former years. About the same 
salaries have been paid to the teachers, and we are confident that 
they have earned all that they have received. We have had 
twenty-eight weeks of school, and the average attendance has 
been as high as we could reasonably expect it to be. © In order 
for the children to receive any permanent benefit from our 
schools the parents should céoperate with the teachers in the 
effort to secure regular attendance and good discipline. Educa- 
tion is now compulsory in New Hampshire, and the law requires 
that each school district shall have a truant officer to see that 
children between eight and sixteen years of age attend the 
public schools at least twelve weeks in the year, six weeks of 
which time must be consecutive. Wallace L. Kimball was 
appointed to fill the position of truant officer. ‘The enumeration 
required by law of all children of school age in the school district 
was made by Mr. Kimball at the beginning of the school year. 

During the spring term a vacancy was made in the school 
board by the removal from town of Rev. E. C. Goodwin, and 
Herbert W. Robie was chosen by the remaining members of the 
board to fill his place. 

It has been gratifying to many who are interested in the 
schools to see an increased number of visitors present at the 
closing exercises. ‘This has a tendency to encourage both teachers 
and pupils in their work. 

We are glad to report that a good degree of progress has 
been made in all the schools. Emphasis has been laid upon what 
will be of the most practical value to the pupil in his future career. 
Thorough training in reading, writing, spelling, arithmetic, gram- 
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mar and geography is the most we can hope to accomplish in a 
common school. If some pupils who have done well in the common 
branches could attend Pinkerton Academy for two years, or for 
the entire course of four years, they would be far better equipped 
for life than the average American young man or young woman. 
With such an excellent institution so near, and which will be so 
accessible after the electric railroad is completed, it is hoped that 
more of our young people will avail themselves of this grand 
opportunity to continue their studies beyond the rudiments of 
learning which are acquired in an ordinary district school. 

Those who look over the expenditures made by the school 
board will note that a somewhat larger sum than usual has been 
‘used for repairs. ‘These repairs were needed in order to secure 
the comfort of those who must occupy the buildings, and to avoid 
a still greater outlay of funds in the future, Both in the matter of 
repairs and in furnishing needed supplies care has been taken to 
form estimates beforehand, so that there might be no waste of: 
public funds. It was thought best after the close of the spring 
term to discontinue paying for the conveyance of pupils to and 
from school. ‘This means more weeks of school for 1896 in case 
the usual appropriation is made at the coming school meeting. 

At the last school meeting the proposition was made that it 
was desirable to have better educational facilities at the center of 
the town, and the method of securing this result was to be left to 
the discretion of the school board. After due consideration it was 
thought best to invite all pupils over fourteen years of age, who 
had made satisfactory progress in any other school to attend the 
first division of No. 1 school. A competent teacher was employed, 
and the pupils who availed themselves of the advantages offered 
have lent enthusiasm to the school, and general improvement in 
scholarship has been thus attained.
